Presidont Grant sod His Cabinet,

It is evident that the men composing the
President's Cabinet are ill-suited to their posi-
tions. None of thom take hold of the great
questiofs appertaining to their departments in
& manner that indicates grasp of mind and
originality in execution. We speak of these
things for the benefit of the President himself.
He requires men avound him who have suffi-
cient braina to administer the laws inall ex-
cept exirnordinary cases, which may require
consultation and olose execullve atlention.
General Grant has made a mistake in suppos-
ing that civil government can be directed by
military forms. The elvil power is the reverse
of the military. The former proceeds from
the people to the centre—the mass governs
and directs through ita mouthpiece, the Presi-
dent; the military power i3 the centre, creating
all action and shaping everything, It Is with
the military idea predominant and in lceping
with his education and habits that General
Grant came into ofice. The Cabinet was
aelected under (hin principle, and not having
been acenstomed or fitted to work in such a
divection they already show signs of im-
beoilily, The BSecretary of the Treasury
finids the financial problem too ponderous for
the keeper of a country store or for solution
in aeccordance with the old European book
theories, He finds it impossible to run the
American treasure box on European waeels,

The Natiooal Debt and Taxntion, -~
The Treasury Department and its agents
and organs are making s groat flourish over
the reduction of the national debt of six mil
lions (he last month, and the friends of Mr,
Boutwell are making the most of the fuot in hia
favor. Doubtless this is a gratifying exhibié
to the country, as far as it goes, and particus
Inrly when we look at the past exiravaganoce
and inoreasing indebtedness of the government,
We only hope that the next month and the
month after, and aH along in the future, wa
may hnve similar flattering statements. Bul
let us not deceive oursolves. Let us look
squarely st our financiul situation and soe
what prospect there is before us, Onemonth's
statement will not give reliable data as to thd
condition of the finances, because the rovenud
income or expenditures may, from specinl
causes, be extraordinary or unusually small
for that short period.  We must take a longed
period—the average of several months or a
year—to aacertain  whether the debt is
diminishing or incrensing. Nor has Mr.
Bontwell been in the Trewsury Department
long enough to produce any perceptible effect
npon the debt. Whatever result has been pro-

‘liuued the last month must be attributed ta

causes over which he had little or no control,
The country has yet to lenrn if he has the
ability to reduce the debt by a skilful manage-
ment of the financea independent of the legis-
lation of Congress and through his own official
acts. 1t has yet to learn if he has the states-
manship to devise and lay before Congross
such a system of finance as we need.

But, to go back to the debt statement, wo
find that the nutionnl indebtedness has beon
increased during the last year—that is, from
May 1, 1868, to May 1, 1869—nearly twenty-
nine millions of dollars, and during the last
two years over eight millions. To get an idea
of the reckless exiravagance and miserable
finangial management of the government it
must be understood that the debt has been
thus augmenting long after the war closed and

WAT exy d, and at a timo when the
revenuca brought in four to five hundred
millions n year—at a time, in fact, when the
people have been taxed enormously and to the
utmost limit of forbearance. If the debt has
increased so with such a slupendons incomne,
whai are we to expett, unless there bo a
radical change in the management of tho
Treasury, when the Inome is much leas? But
the actual weight or burden of the debt has
been angmented much more than the fguren
represent, through the transformalion of that
portion of the debt which bore no interest and
that bearing currency interest into the debk
bearing gold interest. Through Mr. MecCul-
loch's mismanagement and wretched financisl
policy the annual burden has been increased pro-
bably not lesa than twenty millions—that is, the
people have to pay twenly millions a year
more taxes than they need have paid had thgre
been a capuble Secretary of the Treasury.
The SBecrelary arranges the figures so as to
make it appear that the Afty-six millions of
bonds issued to the Pacific Riilroad sre sepa-
rate from the debt; but thatis not so. Thesa.
form n part of the debt as much as Lhe five-
twentles, and, no doubt, if ever paid will have
to be paid by the government.

Nor do the enormous revenuea of the gov-
ernmoent show by a long way the amount ot
taxation; for the Treasury haa been defrandod
through the whiskey ring and other rings and
dishonest officials a hundred millions s year,
Of coarse the amount of these frauds cowmo
out of the honest taxpayers. Tho govern-
ment must supply the vast sum thus slslen,
and the pzople have to mak: it good. Then
our expensive, cumbrous and complicated
revenuo syslem requires an army of office-hold-
ers to carry it on. They eat up a large
amount of what is collected. Now everything
is taxed—everything we eat, drink, woar,
uso or look upon. We are the worsl taxed
p2ople in the world, and with less fefults %o
showfor it. In England a large revenue id
raised,.but it is not as burdensome as ours,
nor by any means as cosily -to colloot. The
revenne should be ralsed chiefly from a fow
articles of luxury in gencral use. As mueh
could be obtained in this way as by our pro
aent abominable systom of Laxing everything.
The coat of collection to the governmant
would ba far less, three-fourtha at Ieast of the
present army of office-holdora could bo dls-
pensed with, there would ba little temptation,
comparatively, to corruption, and the whole
ravenue machinery would bs much eaalor
watched and controlled by the Treasury Da-
partment, Can Mr. Bountwell comprohend
these much-needed reforma? Can he devise
u system of revenue more simple and effective,
by which the people will ba relioved of their
numerous and burdensoms taxes, and by
which, at the sume tims, the dabt would be
stendily diminished ? If he can he is just the
mau for Seorelary of the Treasury ; «if not the
Ahe President shonld asearch the .counlry
through till he finds such a one.. The subject
of our nntional finances is the most important
one, and of all the Cabinst officers the Sec-
retary of the Treasury ought to ba o alates.
